Claims 1-9 and 1 1-19 are pending in the instant application. Claim 10 has been canceled. 
Response to Applicant's Remarks/Amendments 

Applicant's remarks and amendment to the claims filed on 1/30/2006 are acknowledged. 

Claims 1-4 stand rejected under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph. This rejection is withdrawn 
in view of the amendment to the claims filed on 1/30/2006. 

Claims 13-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The rejection of Claims 15 and 16 are withdrawn in view of the 
non-patent literature documents supporting the specific methods of treatment (i.e. diabetes 
mellitus and dyslipidemia) of utilizing the compounds listed in Claim 1 . The rejection of Claims
